DA asking for help 


The District Attorney’s Office in 
neighboring Covington County is 
asking for help from area residents 
in recovering items taken in a 
recent Covington County burglary. 

An Andalusia resident, Paula 
Annette Coleman, 31, has been 
arrested for the July 29, 1998,bur- 
glary and theft that occurred at the 
residence of Jan and Mare 
McIntyre in Red Level.

The amount of money available at 
this time for buy-outs, elevation 
and/or house moving is limited. The 
federal grants are limited and slow 
in reaching places such as Elba and 
this adds to the frustrations of flood 
victims. Many expressed these con-

On Monday night of this week the 
Elba City Council made two board 
appointments, declared some land 
surplus, passed sewer rate resolu- 
tions and denied two legal claims 
against the city. Police Chief R. W. 
Whitworth reported recorders are in 
place on all radio channels and tele- 
phones. He explained this is another 
step in getting prepared for E-911 
service, but it will also be helpful 
when there are disputes on what 
was said by a caller or a police offi- 
cer. 

Mayor James Grimes reported 
that the airport authority terms of 
Paul Morrow and James Ross Poole 
will expire soon and both men have 
agreed to serve another six- year 
term if it was the council’s wishes. 
The council voted unanimously to 
reappoint both members. 

Grimes also presented the council 
with three resolutions relating to the 
upcoming $4.2 million sewer 
expansion project. One resolution

Another rule which irritated sey 

eral flood victims deals with flood 
insurance payments. FEMA regula 
tions require receipts that flood 
insurance money Was spent on 
house repairs. If the funds were not 
put back into the house, or receipts 
are not available, this amount will 
be deducted from any buy-out set- 
tlement. One man said he felt that 
since he had paid the insurance pre- 
mium, he should have been able to 
do with it whatever he pleased, 
without it having any affect on buy- 


out, While there were a lot of agree 
ing nods, he was reminded that the 
rules are made in Washington and to 
get any federal funds, they must be 
followed 

Meeting attendees were given a 
form to fill out if they want to par 
ticipate in the Hazard Mitigation 
Program (or buy-out), These very 
simple completed forms must be 
returned to the Elba City Hall with- 
in the next two weeks to be included 
in Phase | of the program. 

Any citizen not at the meeting 
who feels they qualify under this 


sets new sewerage rates 


businesses to be on the sewer sys- 
tem if it comes within 150 feet of 
the building and is reasonable 
accessible. 

Two others set the rates for 
sewage. Residential and commer- 
cial rates will increase when the 
new system is complete and in oper- 
ation for one month, probably in the 
year 2000. Residential rates for the 
first 3,000 gallons will go from 
$6.00 to $8.00, with an additional 
$2.00 for each 1,000 gallons of 
water used thereafter, up to another 
3,000 gallons. The next 7,000 gal- 
lons residential usage will cost 
$1.10 per thousand with no addi- 
tional sewerage charge after that 
amount. 

Commercial rates will increase 
from the same $6.00 minimum to 
$14.00 for the first 3,000 gallons. 
Additional usage will be billed at 
$1.20 per 1,000 gallons, with no 
limit. 

These increases were required by 
federal guidelines to qualify Elba 
for the $2,279,000.00 loan to 
upgrade the sewer system. The

amounts are considered adequate to 
“provide sufficient income to meet 
debt service of the loan, to maintain 
required reserves, and to operate 
and maintain the systems.” 

The city can’t adjust these new 
rates up or down without written 
consent of Rural Development, the 
federal agency which administers 
rural utilities services loans. 

Councilman Winzel Gray asked if 
the city would be cleaning any 
drainage ditches in the near future. 
He was told by City Clerk Donnie 
Morrow that one had been cleaned 
this week. Gray recommended 
another one which needed work and 
was told it was on the list for work 
within the next few days. 

City Attorney Jeff Kelley report 
ed two claims against the city, One 
was by two men and was against the 
police department for wrongful 
arrest. Kelley recommended the 
council deny the claims, which they 
did. 

The second claim was a claim by 
Charles Byron Stinson as the results 
of the March 8th flood.

/Kinston man killed in construction accident

A construction accident shortly 
before 5:00 p.m. Friday afternoon 
) claimed the life of a Kinston man. 
George Michael Carnley, age 
$34, of Kinston, AL was killed 
4 when he was thrown off the piece 
of earth moving equipment (a pan) 
he was operating. 
f The company he was working 
§ for, Chamblee Dozier Service, was 
rebuilding a dam belonging to 
Evan Smith if the Friendship 
}Community west of Danley 
} Crossroads. The dam broke during 
the March ‘98 flood and the con- 
struction crew was in the process 
4 of reconstructing the earthen dam. 
Shortly, before knocking off for 
the day, Royce Chamblee, owner 
of the dozier service, and another 
employee, Donny Russell, were 


across the dam from where 
Carnley was working preparing to 
shut down their equipment. 
Chamblee noticed that Carnley 
had not completed his last round 
ind also he, didn’t hear the pan 
moving. He stated that he looked 
across the dam and saw the piece 
of equipment lying on its side. 

Chamblee and Russell made 
their way across the dam to the 
overturned pan and found Carnley 
trapped underneath the piece of 
equipment. They ran back and got 
another piece of equipment, an 
excavator, and used it to lift the 
pan off Carnley enough to free 
him. 

In the meantime, Mr. Smith had 
been alerted to the situation and he 
had dialed 911 and summons help 
from Elba. The Elba Rescue Squad 


Rescue workers prepare to transport Carnley to the 
hopsital while still performing CPR 


and fire department were dis- 
patched to the scene. 

Upon arriving at the scene, res- 
cue personnel began preparing 
Carnley for transport to the nearest 
medical facility. Chamblee and 
Russell had gotten Carnley free 
and were were already in the 
process of performing CPR (car- 
diopulmonary resuscitation) on 
him. Elba firemen assisted rescue 
personnel in administering aid to 
the victim. 

Carnley was taken to Elba 
General Hospital where he died 
shortly after arriving. He had sus- 
tained severe crushing injuries in 
the accident. 

The victim’s body was taken to 
Dothan where an autopsy was to 
be performed to determine the 
cause of death. 

A preliminary investigation at 


the scene of the tragedy indicated 
that the pan had gotten to close to 
the edge of the dam causing it to 
slide off down the steep embank- 
ment and overturn. 

Chamblee stated that Carnley 
had only been working for him a 
few day, He also noted that he had 
been observing him as the operat- 
ed the piece of equipment and he 
really seem to know what he was 
doing and was doping it safely. 

“I’ve been doing this type work 
for more than twenty years and 
I’ve never had a serious injury,” 
said Chamblee. 

The incident was investigated 
by the Coffee County Deputy 


Sheriff Dale Grimes, Coffee 
County Coroner Marvin 
Mcllwain, and the Alabama 


Department of Forensic Science.

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Remedial/developmental education in two-year colleges

Each term, Alabama's two year 
colleges offer remedial/develop 
mental courses to about 8,000 of 
their 88,000 students. Most of these 
courses are in reading, English, and 
mathematics, The purpose of reme- 
dial/developmental education is to 
assist students in achieving college- 
level skills and competencies so 
they can succeed in accomplishing 
their educational goals. Virtually all 
community colleges «in the nation 
offer remedial/developmental assis- 
tance. The mission and goals of pub- 
lic two-year colleges reflect the 
needs of the communities they 
serve, When people in the communi- 
ty need assistance to achieve col- 
lege-level skills and competencies, 
two-year colleges meet that need. It 
is vital to the welfare of our state 
that they do so. 

Eighty percent of the new jobs 
available in the next decade will 
require a minimum of two years of 
postsecondary education. Eighty- 


five percent of all jobs will require 
skilled workers or professionals. 
Seventy-five percent of the people 
working today will still be in the 
workforce in the next decade and 
will require continuous, higher level 
training in order to advance, Our 
society, nationally and locally, can- 
not thrive in the new economy 
unless we make postsecondary edu- 
cation and training accessible to the 
broadest possible range of citizens, 
including those who require remedi- 
al/developmental assistance. 
Students attending two-year col- 
leges today are more career oriented 
than ever. More than 70 percent of 
two-year college students in a recent 
sample indicate that their education- 
al goal is to improve job skills, pre- 
pare for a career change, prepare to 
enter the job market, or decide on a 
career, More and more adults are 
returning to two-year colleges to 
change and/or improve their job 
skills and competencies. In today’s 
increasingly automated and techni- 
cal workplace, workers who gradu- 
ated from high school only a few 
years ago are likely to require reme-

dial/developmental assistance. Such 
workers are returning to two-year 
colleges in huge numbers across the 
nation, Two-year colleges often 
partner with businesses to provide 
such training. If we do not provide 
remedial/developmental assistance 
to these students, our workforce 
cannot compete in the global econo- 
my. Postsecondary education is the 
key to competitiveness. We cannot 
fail to assist students in achieving 
the skills they need to assure our 
collective economic future. 

It is inaccurate to associate reme- 
dial/developmental education with 
recent high school graduates, and, 
therefore, to view it as a “K-12 prob- 
lem.” The average age of today’s 
two-year college student, both 
nationally and in Alabama, is 29 * 
Two-thirds of remedial/develop- 
mental students in Alabama’s two- 
year colleges are not recent high 
school graduates. Most entered the 
workforce several years ago and are 
returning to improve their skills in 
order to secure a better job, or a bet- 
ter position in the job they already 
have. Many support families and 
pay taxes as they attend classes. 
Many pay for their educational 
improvement efforts without outside 
financial assistance. 

Nationally, 60 percent of remedi- 
al/developmental students at two- 
year colleges do not receive the 
financial aid available to traditional 
students. These working adult stu- 
dents are a far cry from those asso- 
ciated with the K-12 educational 
effort. As adults, they require educa- 
tional assistance designed for adults- 
postsecondary education. 

Most two-year college students 
who need assistance receive an aver- 
age of one to one and a half hours of 
remedial/developmental instruction 
a day, and complete their remedi- 
al/developmental work by the end of 
the first term. Two-thirds of two- 


year college students successfully 
complete their remedial/develop- 
mental work. Those who complete 
their remedial/developmental work 
are as successful academically as 
students who do not require remedi- 
al/developmental assistance. Over 
75 percent of two-year college stu- 
dents who receive remedial/devel- 
opmental assistance remain in 
school through the first year, earning 
a grade point average of “C” or bet- 
ter. 

What does it cost the taxpayers of 
Alabama to provide remedial/devel- 
opmental assistance to two-year col- 
lege students? It costs each citizen 
of Alabama only $1.49 per year to 
provide remedial/developmental 
assistance to those who are attempt- 
ing to secure new jobs or to advance 
in jobs they already have. This trans- 
lates to a cost to each household in 
Alabama of only $4.20 per year to 
help ensure, through 
remedial/developmental education, 
a quality workforce for the state and 
training opportunities for all citi- 
zens. Weigh this against the cost of 
the growing number of dependent 
citizens, and the cost of a growing 
underclass, produced by increasing 
poverty, drugs, unemployment and a 
breakdown in family life. The only 
way to ensure continued growth and 
prosperity is to ensure that all 
Americans possess the skills they 
need to build productive careers. A 
growing number of economists indi- 
cate that the widening income gap 
between rich and poor will ultimate- 
ly hold back the entire economy. 
The only solution to these problems 
is to assist individuals to become 
independent and self sufficient 
through training and educational 
opportunities. Two-year college 
remedial/developmental programs 
are essential to that process. In the 
final analysis, remedial/develop- 
mental education is a bargain.

The Virginia in which Jefferson 
lived had an established religion, 
and Jefferson saw restrictions on the 
religious freedom of those who did 
not belong to the state church. The 
establishment of religion in Virginia 
was brought to an end by the 
Virginia Assembly's adoption of 
Jefferson's Statute for Establishing 
Religious Freedom, the forerunner 
of the First Amendment. 

Jefferson's letter to the Danbury 
Baptist Association, written while 
he was President, recites the first 
Amendment and then states that it 
built “a wall of separation between 
church and state.” The background 
issue promoting correspondence by 
the Danbury Baptists was a reli- 
gious. tax imposed on all 
Connecticut citizens, including 
Baptists and other minority faiths, 
to support the state’s established 
church. It was clearly Jefferson's 
desire that the religious freedom 
granted all citizens under the First 
Amendment would eventually be 
granted them under state law. His 
creams finally came to fruition 
more than a century later. The RFA 
would now destroy Jefferson’s 
dream and turn religious freedom 
back to its eighteenth century status. 

While the RFA expressly pro- 
hibits establishment of an official 
religion by any state, it allows the 
majority faith in any state to force 
prayer, religious ceremony and tra- 
ditions upon minority faiths that 
may go to the very brink of official 
establishment. In southern states, 
the majority would be the Southern 
Baptists, in Utah, the Mormons, and 
in Hawaii, the Buddhists. The RFA

TIGERS HOPE TO RETURN TO WINNING WAYS 


The Elba Tigers will be looking to return to their winning ways of the 
past tonight (Thursday) when they host the Brantley Bulldogs in the season 
opener for the high school football season, Coach David Sikes, his staff, 
and his players have been hard at work throughout the summer getting 
ready for the season, and after talking to the coaches and players, | am con- 
vinced that they are determined to help move the Elba football program 
back toward the top of the high school ranks, They all know that it will take 
more than one year to return the Tigers to the top; however, everyone 
involved in Elba Tiger football believes that this will be the year that the 
Tigers take that first giant step. Only time will tell, and it looks like the time 
is now! 

The Tigers stumbled on both sides of the football last season, and while 
it is true that there are a number of new faces dotting the line-up this sea- 
son, the newcomers seem just as determined as the veterans to turn the pro- 
gram around. On offense, Bradley Bowers will lead an attack that will 
include a stable of solid running backs and a pair of speedy receivers that 
can go deep at any time. The offensive line was a question mark a year ago 
and remains somewhat of an ongoing project, but does have some young- 
sters that are big and strong, and should get better as it gains experience. 
The offense will be much different from last year’s pass happy attack, and 
should help the Tigers develop a level of consistency on the offensive side 
of the ball. 

Over on defense, the Tigers return eight starters, and should be one of the 
quickest and most aggressive units to wear the black and gold in many 
years. The Tigers won’t be as big as many Elba teams of the past, but 
appears to be loaded with quickness at just about every position, and will 
attempt to use that quickness to get to the football and punish the ball car- 
rier. If the Tigers play fundamentally sound, tackle well, and remember 
their assignments on every down, they could have as good a defense as the 
Elba fans have seen for many years. 

Don’t get me wrong. I am not predicting the Tigers are going to win a 
state championship, or even have a winning record. What I am predicting 
is that the ‘98 Tigers will be a team that gives everything it has on every 
play, and will be a team that the fans will enjoy watching. Rome wasn't 
built in a day, and the Elba football program won't be rebuilt in just one 
year. It will; however, begin to take shape, and by the end of the season 
should resemble the program that has claimed two state titles in the last 
decade. Be patient, but be ready to have some fun!

TIME OUT... TO TAKE A LOOK AROUND THE AREA 


***T was deeply saddened last week to learn of the death of Bryan 
Atkins. Bryan was a teacher and coach at Fleeta Junior High School, served 
as the sports editor for The Opp News for many years, and was someone I 
considered a friend. Bryan always had a smile on his face, whether coach- 
ing a game, of covering a game for the newspaper, and he will be missed 
by many. He devoted a lot of hours to covering area sports for the Opp 
newspaper, not for the money, but for the love of sports and those who took 
part in the competition. He will be missed, but always remembered. 

***The Elba teams are hard at work getting ready for the 1998 Tri- 
County Youth Football League season, and while the Pee Wee team was hit 
hard by the change at Elba High School to field a seventh and eighth grade 
team, all three teams have plenty of players and should be ready for a big 
season. The Midgets, the youngest team, has almost 40 players taking part 
in practice, while the Termites and Pee Wees both have around 20 players 
on their rosters. The teams begin the season on September 12, and it looks 
like a fun season ahead. 

***It was great to learn that the New Brockton football player that suf- 
fered a heat stroke was recovering nicely and would have a full recovery 
from the very dangerous health condition, Jamey Anderson was in critical 
condition after passing out on the practice field, but the efforts of the 
Gamecock coaching staff and rescue personnel made a major difference, 
and today all the news is good, All coaches are aware of the dangers of 
practicing in the heat, and even though things can happen, the coaches at 
New Brockton were ready, and may have very well been the difference 
between a tragedy and a happy ending. 

***The controversy over aluminum bats in baseball has been alive for 
many years, and it looks like the NCAA has finally made a decision. Last 
week the NCAA announced that effective in August, 1999, metal bats 
would be changed to perform more like wood bats. Tests during the 1998 
season recorded batted balls with a velocity of 113 miles per hour, but 
under the new rules to take place in late 1999, the maximum batted ball 
velocity would be 93 miles per hour. You had better believe that 10 miles 
an hour is a huge difference! The NCAA also decreased the allowable 
diameter of the bat from 2 3/4 inches to 2 5.8 inches, and reduced the 
length-to-weight difference from five to three (a 34 inch bat must weigh 31 
ounces). Similar rules are already being considered by the national high 
school federation, and it is a sure thing that when school starts in 1999, the 
high school rules will be identical. Also look for changes in softball bats 
used at the high school level, as soon as next season.

SEWER RATES FOR COMMERI-

ORDINANCE NO: 98- 8 


WHEREAS, the City Council for 
the City of Elba, Alabama having 
made application for a Subsequent 
Direct Rural Utilities Service Loan 
and having made application for 
Rural Utilities Services Grant for the 
improvement and expansion of the 
current sanitary sewage system 


WHEREAS, Rural Development 
the agency which administers pro- 
grams on behalf of rural utilities ser- 
vices, has placed conditions upon 
the City of Elba in order to qualify for 
certain loans and grants 


WHEREAS, one condition for the 
City of Elba to qualify for a

BE IT ORDAINED by the City of 
Council of the City of Elba, Alabama 
as follows: 


The Code of Ordinances is hereby 
amended by adding to Chapter 78, 
Article Il a new section to be num- 
pelss 78-46 which shall read as fol- 
lows: 


SECTION 78-46 CONNECTION 
MANDATORY WHEN SEWER 
ACCESSIBLE 

(a) It shall be unlawful for any per- 
son, corporation or legal entity to 
refuse or fail to connect with a public 


sewer within thirty (30) days from 
the receipt of written notice by the 
city engineer or the county board of 
health to so connect whenever such 
public sewer and a public water sup- 
ply are reasonably accessible. Such 
public sewer and public water supply 
shall be deemed to be reasonably 
accessible when such public water 
supply and public sewer are within a 
distance of 150 feet of any outside 
line on the lot upon which any 
dwelling or other building is located, 
provided such sewer can be 
reached without crossing the proper- 
ty of another. When such property or 
premises is not subdivided into lots 
and so designated on available sur- 
veys or maps of record, the distance 
shall be deemed to apply to the 
nearest portion of such dwelling or 
other building. 

(b) This section shall apply to all 
person, corporation or legal entity 
and property within the city. 

(c) Penalties: A violation of this 
section by any person, corporation 
or legal entity shall constitute a mis- 
demeanor. Any person, corporation 
or legal entity who violates this sec- 
tion shall be punished as provided in 
Section 1-6.

Helpful Hints From Your 
County Agents

BECOMING INVOLVED IN YOUR CHILD'S SCHOOLING 

I have used this information before but I'm repeating it because the infor- 
mation is still important 

Returning to school is a time of great anticipation and sometimes great 
anxiety for children and parents alike. As our children go back to school, 
it’s time for us to return too; we need to become re-involved in our chil- 
dren's school experience 

Our involvement in our child’s education includes three elements: our 
family environment, our interest in our child’s learning, and our partnership 
with our child’s school. Let's look at each of these: 

*Establish a family environment that promotes learning. Clearly, educa- 
tion begins at home, Children begin to develop attitudes toward learning 
before they enter schools. A good way for parents to encourage learning is 
by being good examples of knowledge-seeking themselves. This sends the 
message that “knowledye and learning are important.” 

*The items in our home, as well as the way in which space and time are 
used, also send a message. Vor instance, is there a variety of quality books 
in your home for the children to read and gain knowledge from? Is there a 
place in the home where children can study, free from distraction? Some 
families have found it useful to designate one room as a “study hall” dur- 
ing a specified time, where children and parents can quietly pursue indi- 
vidual projects. The way in which the family spends its evening time also 
may need to be adjusted in order to send the pro-learning message desired. 

*Be interested in what children are learning. Several ways to show inter- 
est are asking them what they are learning at school during the day, being 
available to help with homework, and giving feedback to children on their 
assignments. 

*Establish a partnership with the child’s school. Studies show that when 
schools and parents fail to work together for children, the children are the 
losers. Some surveys report that as many as 75 percent of parents never 
visit their child’s school. Without an effective parent-school partnership, 
we place children at risk for increased discipline problems and lower aca- 
demic achievement. With each passing decade, academic achievement in 
primary and secondary schoo! becomes more critical. 

Here are ten guidelines for building a strong partnership: 

1. Find a positive way to get to know your child’s teacher early in the 
year. One appropriate time would be during an open house. Establish early 
a pattern of open communication directed toward meeting your child’s edu- 
cational needs. . ' 

2. Let the teacher and principal know when you are pleased with some- 
thing one of them has done. Be specific. Everyone needs to be recognized 
for a job well done 

3. If your requests and suggestions do not get the response you had hoped 
for, be persistent. Find another way to describe your idea. You may be 
ahead of your time, and it may take time for the school to react fully to your 
ideas. 

4. Offer no more than you can deliver. It is better to keep a weekly vol- 
unteer commitment than to back out of a daily commitment. 

5. Describe your idea, suggestion, or concern briefly. Specify two or 
three alternate responses that would be acceptable to you, and leave the 
way open for the school to offer other ideas. 

6. Put yourself in the teachers or principal’s shoes. How would you 
respond? Try to do this before you make suggestions or comments. 

7. School administrators who ask tough but fair questions at the begin- 
ning of a proposed project, may turn out to be one of its best supporters. 
Try not to be defensive. 

8. Teachers have prepared many years for their work. They are more like- 
ly to be open to parent involvement if they know you respect their training 
and contributions. Ask teachers for their suggestions. 

9. When you have a complaint, discuss it with someone who is responsi- 
ble for it rather than with your neighbors. 

10. Never pit teachers against school administrators. Students will be the 
losers.

PACKING NUTRITIOUS LUNCHES 

Lots of people take their lunch to work or school. Whether you do so for 
convenience or to save money, remember a few guidelines to guarantee 
your lunch is tasty and nutritious. 

First, choose a variety of foods from the major food groups. Keep calo- 
ries in mind. Fats and sugars can add more calories quickly. Also, when 
packing a lunch, limit high-fat foods such as mayonnaise, and choose low- 
sodium foods such as fruits, vegetables, lean meat and poultry. 

Be creative - to help avoid boredom. If you usually include a sandwich, 
use other kinds of bread such as pita bread or bagels sometimes instead of 
regular loaf bread. Instead of the same old lettuce or tomato in your sand- 
wich, experiment with other low-fat, low-calorie add-ons. Try sprouts, 
cucumbers, onions, apples, pineapple or shredded carrots. 

If you have access to a microwave and/or a refrigerator, hot lunches can 
break the monotony of sandwich lunches. For example, single servings of 
leftovers can be frozen in a lunch-size freezer container and can be 
microwaved for lunch. Other ideas for hot meals are spaghetti, macaroni 
and cheese, chili and soups 

Even if you don’t have a microwave at the office, you can still enjoy a 
hot lunch. Pull out of the pantry your wide-mouthed vacuum bottle or buy 
a new one, These are great for taking hot or cold foods to work, 

Tired of sandwiches and hot lunches? There are lots of tasty low-fat ideas 
for cold lunches. Try combining low-fat yogurt with fresh fruit. A chef 
salad with lean meat, low-fat cheese and low-calorie dressing is a good 
choice.

Do You Want 750 Dollars

You might think that is a crazy 
question, but people who utilize 
control breeding seasons, market, 


on the average, the equivalent of 


two more calves than people who 
do not. This has been proven time 
and time again, through extensive 
data collection and research. 

The average 40-cow herd on a 
controlled breeding season in 
Alabama, year in and year out, mar- 
ket the equivalent of two more 
calves than the herd that is not on a 
controlled breeding season. 
Therefore, if you sell two 600-LB 
calves and receive 60 cents a pound 
for them, that is an additional 720 
collars per 40 cows. 

There is no question that the first 
major step in establishing profitable 
management in the brood cow herd, 
is to define a breeding and calving 
season. 

There are four ways you can 
accomplish that. One way is to 
determine when the majority of 
cows in the herd will calve. You can 
do this by pregnancy-checking all 
females that are exposed to bulls 
and adjust your season according to 
When your cows naturally calve. 
You can cull those that are bad out 
of syne and move toward adjusting 
your season more to the time of year 
that you would like to have it 

Another way is to shorten the 
breeding season three to four weeks 
each year until your goal is reached, 
Generally it will take about three to 
four years to get to the breeding sea 
son length that you desire 

If you are in a hurry to establish 
your here is still another 
way. Forty-five to 90 days after

removing the bull from the herd, 
pregnancy check all females. Then 
gull everything that is open. This is 
& more,sharsh way and a quicker way 
to get to where you would like to 
be. But for many herds, it’s the most 
practical way. 

The one thing that through the 
years has probably worked the best 
is to shorten the breeding season 
over three to four weeks each year 
and evolve into a controlled breed- 
ing season. I would certainly 
involve preg checking into the mix 
of practices to get the her in line 
with the schedule you want. If a 
veterinarian charges $4.00 a head to 
pregnancy check and you have LOO 
cows, that is $400, All they have to 
do is find two cows open and you 
have more than paid for their ser- 
vices, If they find none of them 
open, then you have the assurance 
that all your cows are settled. 

If you are serious about produc- 
ing a profitable cattle herd, it is 
extremely important that you con- 
sider a controlled breeding season. 
A good length of time to shoot for is 
80 days with heifers bred 3 to 4 
weeks ahead of the cattle herd. 
Heifers cycle back slower and need 
the extra time to recover. Cows bred 
over an 80-day period have roughly 
four shots at becoming pregnant, 
given that their cycles are roughly 
20 to 21 days. A cow in good body 
condition, in good general health, 
definitely should settle in this 
length of time. A profitable herd 
will require that you demand this of 
your COWS

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Last chance to clean up your 
peanuts - Classic on peanuts 


by Richard L, Petcher 

County Extension Agent 
Classic is a valuable tool for 
peanut growers who need to control 
mid-to-late season Florida beggar 
weed. Of all the chemicals we are 
using, this is the one where it is 
most important to follow the label 
ing. Hopefully some of these rea 
sons will help you to understand 
why. The following points should 
be considered before using Classic 
on peanuts 

1, Make only one application of 
Classic at the rate of 0.5 ounce of 
product per acre. Always add a non- 
ionic surfactant to the Classic spray 
mix at the rate of | qt. per LOO gal 
lons. 

2. Classic application can be 
made 60 to 100 days after peanut 
emergence to within 45 days of hat 
vest. At 60 days under ideal envi- 
ronmental conditions peanuts 
should be lapping. You want good 
vegetative growth before spraying. 
Classic gives a growth reduction, It 
turns the peanuts yellow and for 7- 
10 days there will be no flowers; so 
be sure you have some good vine 
growth before spraying. 

If your peanuts are under drought 
stress you may want to hold up on 
spraying the Classic. When sprayed 
at the correct time, even though 
there are no flowers for 7-10 days, 
research has not shown Classic to 
affect the overall yield or grade of 
the peanuts. Under drought stress it 
is also hard to kill a beggarweed. 
Classic is a systematic, and unless 
the beggarweed is growing it won't 
take up much of the chemicals. 

3. Good control of Florida beg- 
garweed (less than 10 inches tall) 
can be expected. If beggarweeds are 
taller than 10 inches or if they are 
flowering, then only partial control 
Or suppression will result. Classic 
will also control other small weeds 
such as sicklepod and cocklebur 
and help control morning glory and 
common ragweed. 

4, Classic is now labeled for use 
on Southern Runner Peanuts but 
you need to be careful that your 
Southern Runners have pegged 
down good before spraying. You 
should wait at least 75-80 days after 
ground cracking. 

5. Classic may be tank-mixed 
with Butoxone and Bravo formula- 
tions except sulfur- containing for- 
mulations. Combinations of Classic 
plus 2,4-DB result in significantly 
more foliar crop injury compared to

Classic alone. Do not use sulftit 
crop oil with any mixture Of 
Classic. Always add a non-ionic 
surfactant even when applying 
Bravo. Make application in a mini 
mum of 15 gallons of spray solutidh 
per acre. It also gives a moderate 
control of yellow nutgrass, morning 
glory, bristly starbur, and but 
gherkin. 

6. Before making a Classic appli 
cation, review the recropping inter- 
val for planting subsequent crops 
With small grains there is a 3-month 
interval and an &-month interval 
with corn. If you spray Classic, for 
example, on July 15, wait until Oct 
15 to plant your small grains and 
March 15 on your corn. Do not 
ignore these recropping restrictions, 
unless you want to risk not getting @ 
stand. Some growers have tried to 
fudge on these restrictions and have 
suffered poor stands. This is cer+ 
tainly a big factor to consider beforé 
using Classic. ; 

7. Classic is recommended to be 
sprayed with flat fan nozzles at 46 
psi, but when using Bravo go ahead 
and spray with your regular Bravo 
spray equipment at 80 psi. u 

8. For a little extra control and 
burn of bristly starbur, you can add 
2 Ibs. of Feed Grade Urea or 
Ammonium Sulfate per acre of 
application. Also, the addition of 
silicone type surfactant has beer 
shown to reduce growth. Again, 
include a non-ionic surfactant if 
addition to the fertilize. mm 

9. Classic is labeled for ground 
and air but is recommended to bé 
applied with ground equipment 
only. 

10. Classic is a slow kill herbi; 
cide. Expect 7-10 days before yoa 
Start to see results. 

11. Cloudy weather is not a probs 
lem on spraying Classic. J 

12. As a precaution do not apply 
Classic if anticipating a stress peri- 
od such as a drought after spraying. 
Observing these points is very 
important. However, using Classic 
correctly can really give you the 
upper hand on Florida Beggarweed 
problems. '

Red Cross urges prepardness for hurricanes 


With the peak of hurricane season 
approaching in the month of 
September, the American Red Cross 
urges preparedness throughout the 
Gulf Coast states. 

“Of course, South Alabama 
would suffer the brunt of a hurti- 
cane’s wind and rain, but other areas 
could be affected by spin-off torna- 
does, strong wind, and heavy rain- 
fall as well,” said Eileen Lewis, 
Manager of Programs and Services 
for the Birmingham area chapter. 

“The only defense we have for a 
hurricane is good preparation,” said 
Mrs. Lewis. “We encourage 
Alabamians to think ahead and pre- 
pare their homes, businesses, and 
families for the possibility of a hur- 
ricane this year.” 

Some of the things the Red Cross 
suggests to prepare for a hurricane: 

*A Disaster Supplies Kit - 

Include a battery-powered radio, 
flashlight, extra batteries, a first aid 
kit, canned food and can opener, 
bottled water (at least three gallons 
of water per day), prescription med- 
ications, and rainwear. Store food 
that doesn’t require heating and any 
items you may need for infants, 
elderly or disabled family members. 

*A Family Communication Plan 

Designate a friend or relative out- 
side your town or area as your fam- 
ily contact in the event you are sep- 
arated from family members during 
a hurricane or if it knocks out your 
electricity. 

elf planning to be on the coast, 
be sure to have an evacuation 
plan - 

Identify where you could go if 
told to evacuate. Red Cross evacua- 
tion shelters will be set up, and 
identification of these shelters post- 
ed on interstates Choose a place for 
all family members to meet if you 
are separated. Designate someone 
outside the area in which you live to 
act as a point of contact for your 
family members. 

eRemove dead or diseased 
branches and limbs now - 

Now is the time to cut back and 
dispose of dead or diseased branch- 
es and limbs from trees and tall 
shrubs so they do not break off and 
become missiles during high winds. 
When a storm is approaching, it is 
too late to do this, because trash 
pickup services are often not avail- 
able or are assigned to other storm- 
preparedness duties. 

eListen to local authorities and 
stay alert to broadcasts - 

If local authorities ask you to 
leave, do so right away. You will 
need as much time as possible to 
evacuate, due to higher-than-usual 
traffic volumes. Listen to NOAA 
Weather Radio and local television 
broadcasts for the latest information 
about the storm.
